Color  a  brilliant  pomegranate  pink  with  a  silvery  reverse,  and 
a  decided  improvement  on  "Lord  Kitchner’’  in  every  way.  Late 
crown  bud  the  last  week  in  August.  Height,  4  feet. 

ELBERON 

A  large,  incurved  clear  pink  with  wonderful  foliage  and  stiff 
stems.  Not  a  tall  grower,  but  a  very  fine  variety.  Nov.  1st. 

FRIENDLY  RIVAL 

The  finest  yellow  for  Thanksgiving  and  about  the  brightest  yellow 
it  is  possible  to  produce.  Bud  taken  September  20th.  Height,  4  feet.

A  pure  glowing  golden  yellow,  sport  of  the  ever  popular  "Ma¬ 
jestic.”  Bud  taken  August  25th.  Height,  4  feet.  Nov.  1st. 

J.  R.  BOOTH 

This  is  the  golden  yellow  sport  of  Nagirroc  which  is  too  well- 
known  for  further  description.  Height,  4  feet.  Crown  bud,  August 
26th.  Oct.  28th. 

LADY  MILLER 

A  strong  robust  variety  with  a  stem  like  iron.  Every  petal  falls 
naturally  into  place,  and  the  foliage  is  carried  right  up  into  the 
flower.  In  conformation,  the  flower  looks  like  "Yellow  Pockett," 
but  is  a  beautiful  clear  canary  yellow  color.  Should  not  be  overfed. 
Height,  3-4  feet.  Any  bud  after  Aug.  15th.  October  25th  onward. 

LANCASHIRE 

A  reflexed  clear  yellow  Chrysanthemum,  one  of  the  best  of  the 
type.  The  neck  on  the  early  bud  is  perhaps  a  little  long,  but  a  later 
bud  August  25th  to  31st,  gives  splendid  results.  The  foliage  is  large 
and  handsome,  and  the  growth  particularly  strong.  Height,  5  feet 

LOUISA  POCKETT 

Color  purest  possible  white.  Flower,  stem  and  foliage  are  alike 
enormous.  Plants  need  plenty  of  room  to  develop.  Certificated 
C.  S.  A.  Height,  5  feet.  Oct.  28th. 

MAJESTIC 

Clear,  shiny  amber  bronze,  a  very  brilliant  shade  of  color,  and 
a  most  attractive  variety.  Nov.  1st. 

MARIE  DE  PETRIS 

A  wonderful  incurved  commercial  variety  of  intense  yellow, 
deeper  in  color  than  Golden  Glory.  Foliage  right  up  to  the  flower. 
Nov.  15th. 

MARIAN  H.  UFFINGER 

Color  is  a  dazzling  bronzy  crimson  with  a  gold  reverse.  The 
bloom  is  reflexed  in  appearance,  but  the  tips  of  the  individual 
petals  incurve,  showing  the  gold  reverse  in  a  very  distinctive 
manner.  Take  bud  August  20th  to  25th.  Height,  4  feet. 

MRS.  J.  LESLIE  DAVIS 

It  is  absolutely  identical  with  Turner  in  every  respect  save  color, 
which  is  a  clear  lavender  pink.  The  growth  and  habit  are  a  duplicate 
of  the  original  parent  and  no  other  description  is  necessary.  FHeight, 
5  feet. 

MRS.  B.  D.  SPILMAN 

An  apricot  orange.  The  rich  color,  and  graceful  reflexing  petals 
impress  one  very  much,  and  this  is  a  variety  that  gives  satisfaction  to 
every  one  who  grows  it.  Bud  August  20th.  Height,  4  to  5  feet. 
Oct.  28th. 

NAGIRROC 

Finest  exhibition  bronze  we  have  ever  distributed;  color,  deep¬ 
est  glowing  orange  bronze,  45  inches  in  circumference.  Height, 
5  feet.  Any  bud  after  August  1 5th.  Oct.  28th. 

NELLIE  MITCHELL 

A  tousled-headed  giant,  running  five  to  siz  feet  in  height.  A 
yellow  suffused  with  bronze  in  color,  and  the  best  results  come 
from  buds  taken  the  last  days  in  August,  as  the  earlier  buds  are  not 
nearly  so  large  or  of  such  fine  color.  Height,  5-6  feet.  November  1st 
onward. 

MRS.  H.  S.  FIRESTONE 

It  is  wonderfully  massive,  stem  perfectly  rigid  and  foliage  right 
up  to  the  flower  Color  pinkish,  chamois-buff.  This  variety  will  be 
found  invaluable  in  the  classes  calling  for  "any  other  color”  in  the 
exhibitions.  Height  4 feet.  First  bud  after  August  15th. 

MRS.  FRANKLIN  D.  ROOSEVELT 

A  large  yellow,  very  tall  in  growth  and  must  have  liberal  space 
and  ample  ventilation  to  be  of  value.  Mature  November  10th  to  1 5th. 


RED  MAJESTIC 

The  novelty  bronzy-red  sport  of  the  popular  "Majestic”  is  highly 
recommended.

This  is  a  very  handsome  shade  and  one  that  will 
be  very  popular  when  better  known.  A  very  fine  grower,  with 
handsome  foliage.

ORCHID  BEAUTY 

A  deep  Cattleya  shade  of  pink  with  high  cushion  of  pale  gold, 
making  a  most  pleasing  contrast.

(Cultural  Notes) 

Most  Lily  bulbs  may  be  planted  in  the  Spring  or  Fall.  The  most 
important  factor  in  growing  Lilies  is  that  they  should  have  good 
drainage.  Manure  or  commercial  fertilizer  should  never  be  allowed 
to  come  in  direct  contact  with  the  bulbs,  as  this  is  often  the  cause  of 
rotting  and  disease.  In  planting,  dig  the  hole  6  inches  deeper  than 
the  bulb  is  to  be  set  and  place  some  well  decomposed  leaf-mold  in 
the  bottom  of  the  hole.  Over  this,  place  an  inch  or  two  of  sand. 
The  bulb  is  then  placed  on  its  side  on  the  sand.  A  mulch  of  peat 
moss  or  leaf-mold  is  very  necessary  during  the  Summer,  with  straw 
and  leaves  for  Winter  covering.

We  frequently  receive  orders 
late  in  the  season  when  certain  stocks  are  depleted  and  this  can  be  avoided  by  “ordering 
early !’’ 

Delivery  will  be  made  on  all  orders  at  the  proper  time  for  planting,  providing  no  specific 
date  is  mentioned  when  ordering. 

Plants  that  have  grown  too  large  or  it  is  not  safe  to  move  at  a  particular  season,  we  will 
reserve  and  ship  to  you  at  the  proper  time. 

Remittances  should  be  made  by  check,  post  office  order,  or  express  order.  When  it  is  not 
convenient  to  remit  in  this  way  the  letter  should  be  registered.  We  will  not  be  responsible 
for  the  receipt  of  money  not  registered.  On  all  shipments  by  parcel  post  the  postage  will 
be  charged  for. 

Be  sure  that  both  postal  and  express  address  is  mentioned,  as  frequently  shipments 
requested  to  be  sent  by  parcel  post  must  be  shipped  by  express,  on  account  of  overweight 
when  ready  for  delivery. 

Orders  for  less  than  $5.00  must  be  paid  for  in  advance,  and  when  cash  accompanies 
order,  a  discount  of  3%  is  allowed  from  the  total  amount  of  the  order. 

Accounts  unpaid  within  30  days  are  subject  to  sight  draft  without  further  notice  and 
interest  will  be  charged  after  that  time.
